When corn declined, a few 
years ago, to 15 cents a bushel in the West, 
the railroads reduced the freight one-half. 
When cotton declined. from 12 cents to 4 
cents per pound, they declined to make any 
reduction, and one road actually increased 
the rate 25 per cent, after it made the claim 
that it had become a direct St. Louis line.

Public Men. 


SOMETHING SHOULD BE DONE 


Meanwhile President Cleveland and His 
Administration Henchmen Would 
Scare the South. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 2.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent has just interviewed the rep- 
resentatives in London of the principal 
British colonies on the silver question. It 
happens that the Post-Dispatch inquiries 
have been initiated at a very important 
juncture in the history of this question, as 
far as the colonies are concerped, a circum- 
stance which probably accounts for the at- 
titude of more than aiplomatic reserve 
adopted by al the agents-general except one. 

Sir. Saul Samuel, who represents New 
South Wales, said: “Bimetallism has not 


yet been discussed in our Parliament. The 
silver party is promulgating views by means 
of lectures and t press. The Australian 
colonies have not the right of coining silver, 
though we produce it targely. In New 
South Wales and Vietoria there are mints 
where gold is coined, and we send gold home 
in payment for the silver which we receive 
from the imperial mint. We have asked 
from time to time for the right to coin silver, 
but the Impertal Government has not seen 
its way to grant our request.” 

The silver question is a live question in 
the colonies, then?“ was suggested. 

“Oh, ves,“ answered Sir Saul. 

“Is there any colony, Sir Saul, where the 
Government has taken up bimetallism?’ 

In South Australia, I believe, bimetallism 
has assumed more importance than in an 
other colony, because it is the largest su- 
ver-producing colony under the crown.’ 

Duncan Gillies, Agent-General for Vic- 
toria, said the silver question was a vital 
one with them, but declined to discuss It.

He said: 


Wall, vou have come just at the right, 
time, as it is only a few days since the 
British colonies have taken a very import- 
ant step in connection with the silver ques- 
tion. It is this: t week I received a 
cable from my Government instructing me 
to ascertain the views of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment on the question of allowing a repre- 
sentative of each of the Australian colonies 
in the next international monetary con- 
vention or conference. I was making. in- 
quiries on that head when I received a fur- 
ther cable directing me to act in concert 
with the other agents-general with a view 
to seeing that, if the Imperial Government 
is averse to admitting representation from 
each of the colonies, it may be induced to 
allow a joint representative from them all. 
We may get the representation we demand, 
or we may not, but you can see that we are 
interested in the solution of the problem.” 

‘Is bimetallism much agitated in South 
Australia?’ 

“Bimetallic views are being promoted by 
an important section of our public men, 
and although I don’t say that the Govern- 
ment is bimetallist, you will see that they 
are of the opinion that something should be 
done to advance the value of silver. If it 
can be proved to us that bimetallism will 
have that result, then we will be bimetallists 
in South Australia, and in the other colo- 
nies also.“ 

ou are large producers of silver in 
South Australia?“ 

„We are, indeed. It is outside our pow- 
ers to deal with the currency, so we could 
not aproach any European nation or the 
United States with a proposal of any kind. 
But, as I have said, let it be shown to our 
satisfaction that bimetallism will increase 
the value of silver and we are bimetallists.”

The committee appointed dy the Illinois 
Legislature to investigate the bridge pool 
that has been throttling the commerce of 
St. Louis held a brief session in the parlor 
of the Martell House, Bast St. Louis, Sat- 
urday morning; Only one witness was ex- 
amined, | 

An adjournment was taken until Monday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock, 6wing to the inability 
of Atty.-Gen. M. T. Moloney of Illinois to 
reach East St. Louis. He is engaged in a 
law suit in Chicago and could not leave 


there until Saturday night. Two important 
witnesses will be examined on Monday, in 
addition to sevelral shippers and others 
whose testimony will be corroborative of 
the main — that the pool has been 
guilty of discriminating in rates in favor 
of certain parties. 

John Maule; President of the Maule Coal 
Co. of Belleville, III., was the only witness 
heard to-day. The examination was con- 
ducted by nator Green. His statement, 
made under oath, furnishes conclusive proof 
that the two bridgé companies and the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. have combined and that the 
combine has discriminated against the gen- 
eral public in favor of certain shippers. The 
tremendous power of the trust was amply 
shown by the replies of the witness to ques- 
tions asked. He secured a contract through 
his stand-in ‘with President John Scullin of 
the Wiggins Ferry Co., which he could not 
have otherwise secured. His statement 
shows that it lies within the power of the 
trust to make .or whomsoever it 
pleases, and that unless the law intervenes 
the ple are entirely at the mercy of this

2568 or 2570 
must be “delivéred and imparted“ to the 
Attorney-General in the manner as defined 
in Sec: 2672. 

The question as to whether railroads in 
this State are parallel or competing must 
be decided by a jury when so demanded 
(Sec. 2570.) 

Demands are made semi-annually as re- 
quired by law. Copy of form used is in- 
closed herewith. Jan. 11, 1895, demands for 
statements as required by law were 
upon the managing officers of the St. Louis 

erchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway and 
the Terminal Railroad Association of St. 
Louis. Statements were made as required, 
and filed in this office Jan. 16, 1895. 

The lists of officers do not show any vio- 
lation of Sec. 2570.

When this 
shall have been done, legislation will be 
placed upon the high plane of ‘the greatest 
to the greatest number,’ and promises 
of influence, political preferment, railway 
passes, checks or cold cash will cease to 
cause them to deviate from the path of rec- 
titude, and we shall witness an era of wise 
and meritorious legislation unknown to our 
people for the last thirty years.”

NO RIGHT TO PETITION. 


Russian Journalists’ Request for a 
Modification of Pwss Laws. 

ST, PETERSBURG ,April 20.—The Czar 
has rejected a petition recently presented 
to him by seven journalists and literary men 
in favor of modifications of the press laws. 
A commission consisting of the Ministers of 
Justice and of the Interior and the Pro- 
curator of the Holy Synod to which the 
document was referred, passed adversely 
upon it, pointing out that the presenting 
of collectivé petitions Is legally prohibited. 
and also that the press laws are not an- 
tiquated, but that they have been repéated- 
ly amended. The commission added that 
moreover private persons are prohibited 
from calling upon the Government to change 
the laws of the country and are especially 
prohibited from criticisms of them.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—The gen- 
eral expectation is that the Supreme Court 
will not postpone its decision beyond Mon- 
day on the application of Messrs. Hyde and 
Pollock for a rehearing on the income tax 
cases. This opinion is expressed by those 
who are very near to some of the members of 
the court. If there should be a written 


opinion, it would necessarily be brief, and 
the chances are the decimon will be a bare 
announcement. In case the decision is ad- 
verse to the petition, the announcement will 
be made through the clerk of the court and 
not from the bench. 

The general opinion of the attorneys who 
are most familiar with the practices of the 
court ig that the motion will not be granted.

WEALTH OF THE WEST. 


It Will Contribute More Than the East 
to the Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—From 
the latest available data it is apparent that 
20 per cent instead of 10 per cent, as pre- 
viously estimated, of those lable under the 
income tax provisions have failed to make 
any returns. 

Commissioner Miller’s estimate from the 
returns now in is that the tax will foot up 
more than $14,000,000, not counting the 
money to be collected from delinquents. 

As far as can be judged by the returns, 
the South will contribute but a small part 
of the tax, while the West, strange to say, 
will pay far more than the East. New 
York State, for example, is not likely to 
yield more than 25 per cent of the total, in 
spite of Senator Hill's 70 per cent estimate. 
Texas alone, it is estimated, will contribute 
1 per cent of the total tax, and Missouri 
nearly six times as much, or about $800,000. 


. SENDING IN GOLD. 


Country Banks Shipping Yellow Metal 
to New York.

NEW YORK, April 20.—About a week ago 
a number of the large city banks having

SOLID &T. LOUIS. 


In his speech at the farewell dinner 
of the 
President Frederick gave some interest- 
ing figures which form convincing evi- 
dence of the solid growth of St. Louis. 

The total assessed valuation of real and 
personal property was $208,820,260 in 1884. 
$245,988,220 in 1890 and $324,876,130 in 1895. 
The number of tax bills, which increased 
only from 64,507 in 1884 to 59.802 in 1890. 
jumped up to 71,000 this year. In the six 
years from 1884 to 1890 the revenue from 
property taxes increased only $225,782, 
while in the five years from 1890 to 1895 
it increased 31, 350,657. 

These facts show not only that there 
has been a constant and great incregse 
in the value of St. Louis property, but 
that within the past five years, part of 
which was a period of depression, there 
has becn a marked rise in the rate of in- 
crease, indicating an acceleration of 
growth.

THE CIRCUIT JUDGES’ DUTY. 


The additional evidence which the Post- 
Dispatch is submitting on the subject of 
bribery in jury service seryes only to 
make more strange Sheriff Troll’s in- 
difference to corruption among his sub- 
ordinates.

Instead of the expected dissolution of 
the Whisky Trust and the winding up 
of its affairs, the news comes that the 
Trust has been reorganized and that 
Judge Showalter has granted Receiver 
McNulta an order to borrow $350,000 as 
working capital to conduct the business 
of the Trust.

This is surprising news. The Whisky 
Trust is an illegal combine. Its existence 
and operations are in violation of the 
laws of the United States and of the 
State of Illinois. A court of Illinois has 
condemned it and declared its charter 
void. Yet a Federal Judge grants the 
necessary orders to enable its outlawed 
business to be conducted under the super- 
vision and protection of his court. 

This action of Judge Showalter in ignor- 
ing the illegality of the Whisky Trust 
and presenting the astonishing spectacle 
of a court conducting and protecting a 
law-breaking business is of a plece with 
the conduct of Federal Judges who coun- 
tenance and approve in the direction of 
railroad receiverships the abuses and 
evasions of law which wrecked the prop- 
erties and threw them into the courts. ,
